ERROR IDENTIFIED 

On the Title Page the '478 patent, under INID Code "(22)", the identified date of:

DISCUSSION 

On November 17, 2003, the instant application was deposited with the USPS using the 
"Express Mail Post Office To Addressee" service as provided for under 37 CFR § 1.10(a). The 
Express Mail package, bearing Express Mail label "EV 357835310 US" was clearly marked by the 
USPS with a "Date In" of November 17, 2003 ("11 17 03"). Upon receipt of the application, 
however, the USPTO apparently accorded the application an erroneous filing date of November 14, 
2003, three days before the date clearly identified in the "Date In" box of the Express Mail mailing 
label. A true copy of the Customer Copy of the Post Office To Address Express Mail mailing label 
"EV 357835310 US" is attached hereto as Exhibit 1. It should also be noted that the Express Mail 
mailing label, in the lower portion of the "FROM" box, included the "1232-5206" attorney docket 
number for the present application.
